Xt  Lives  laa  groat  pleasure  to  have  this  opportunity  of  explaining  at 
the  reopening  of  the  7oth  session  of  tho  Diet  the  recent  course  of  our 
Country's  foroign  affairs* 

Heedless  to  say,  tho  ai.a  of  Japan's  foreign  policy  is  that  of  enabling 
all  nations  of  tho  world  each  to  take  its  ovm  proper  placo,  in  accordance 
with  the  spirit  of  the  Hakko  Xchiu,  tho  very  ideal  which  inspired  the 
foundation  of  our  iimpire,  l-he  object  of  the  'iTiroo-Power  tuct  concluded 
btftwoon  Japan.  Goruiany  cuid  Italy  on  Soptombor  27  last  is  none  other  than 
tho  realization  of  tho  sanio  groat  ideal,  wo  are,  ono  and  all,  profoundly 
moved  that  His  Ilajcsty  tho  iknporor  was  graciously  pleased  to  grant  an 
Imperial  Rescript  on  the  conclusion  of  tho  Fact,  dourly  indicating  to  tho 

nation  tho  path  which  they  sould  follow. 

ibo  'Areo-touor  Fact  stipujates  that  Ocnoany  and  Italy  recoBnUo  and 
racpect  tho  loadorchlp  of  Japan  la  tho  ostabliahoant  of  a  non  order  in 
Ciroatur  i3-at  Aala.  It  ia  our  avoned  purpoao  to  bring  all  tho  pooplo  an 
broator  Jnat  Aala  to  roTort  to  tholr  Innate  and  proper  aapoot,  pronotlnB 
conollletlon  end  oo-operation  ajaeae  then,  and  thereby  aottlng  the  oxamplo 
of  unlveroal  oonoerd.  Tho  Fact  alao  provldoa  that  Japan  roooBniaoa  and 
roapoota  tho  leadorahip  of  aoraiany  and  Italy  in  tholr  ainilar  ondoavoura 
in  Euro.  0.  far  from  antananizlng  any  Country,  tho  Fact  io  tho  oabodlmont 
of  a  poaool-ul  b'rt  pouorful  oo-opcratlon  dirootod  touarda  tho  oatabliahmont 
of  a  non  uorld  order.  In  aooordanoo  v,lth  tho  provlalona  of  tho  treaty, 
arran-menta  have  already  boon  made  tor  aottinc  up  mixed  oouuiaaiona  at 
tho  o“a.,itala  of  tho  throe  oountrioo.  Fr.ondly 
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nations  oro  thus  becoming  ovennore  cloaor,  politically,  militarily,  economi¬ 
cally  and  culturally.  During  tho  month  of  Novoinbor,  last  year,  tho  tact 
'./as  adhorod  to  by  Hungary,  Rutiania  and  Slovakia.  It  need  not  bo  ropoatod 
that  tho  koynoto  of  Japan'o  diplonu'.cy  is  tho  ideal  of  tho  Hakko  Ichiu, 
and  that  it  r-vor.vos  round  tho  TJiroo-Pov/or  Pact  as  its  oxis.  In  this 
connection,  I  should  liko  to  touch  briefly  upon  .article  Throe  of  tho  Throc- 
Foyor  Fact.  That  ar+.icl  o  yrryilor.  that  t’lc-  Ooirtracting  Parties  undortako 
to  assist  ono  onothor  '..l-oh  ail  pailtical,  economic  and  miliary  moans  if 
one  of  the  Contracting  Parties  is  attacked  by  a  po’/or  at  present  not 
involved  in  tho  Kurppean  /ax*  or  in  tho  Siuo-oapanoso  conflict.  In  case 
such  an  attack  should  bo  uiado,  tho  obligation  stipulated  by  this  aritcle 

v/ould,  of  course,  arise.  Incidentally,  roforonco  may  bo  made  to  Italy's

militcjy  operations.  There  appear  to  be  various  species  of  malicious  ^  *. 

propaganda  circulated  on  this  head,  but  X  havo  no  doubt  that  our  ally  Italy 
•./ill  atain  her  object  boforo  long. 

Of  tho  ixations  in  Greater  Last  .'isia,  /ianchoukuo  has  special  and 
insopurublo  relations  with  this  country*  as  you  are  aware,  during  tho  ton 
years  •./hich  have  already  claps od  since  h*r  oracrgonco  as  on  indopondont 
nation,  hor  natio**al  foundations  havo  bccoco  strong  ai:d  socuro  v/hilo  hor 
intornati-Jnal  position  has  boon  groatly  onliancod,  hor  tooraing  milions  over 
onj eying  on  increasing  measure  of  prosperity.  In  dano,  last  year,  the 
Emperor  of  Lionchoukx’.o  paid  a  visit  to  Japan  to  offer  .'iis  felicitations 
porsonolly  to  our  lu, oriol  House  on  thf  auspicious  occasion  of  tho  2,600th 
anniversary  of  tho  foundation  of  our  Eupiro.  Ibis  is  a  source  of  genuine 
Congratulation  for  the  peoples  of  Japan  and  Hanchoukuo,  as  it  is  a  con- 

spicuouc  inanif ostation  of  tho  unique  relations  subsisting  botwoon  the  two 
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i>utio:iS|  sharincj  thoy  do,  couiiion  uins  and  aspirations*  By  tho  Sino-  ^ 

JapwUicso  Basic  Treaty  concluded  \/itli  tho  liational  Govornmont  at  Kankinc, 

Olid  through  tho  Joint  Declaration  raado  by  Japan,  llanchoukuo  and  China, 
tho  .lopublio  of  China  rucogiiizod  ilanchoukuo,  with  tho  rosult  that  an 
oxchont®  of  aubasaadors  has  boon  arrangod  botwoon  thoui, 

Inasuuch  us  .ca  oarly  sottlo.iont  of  tho  China  .iffair  is  dosirablo  in  tho  ^ 

interests  of  tho  creation  of  this  ephore  of  Conraon  prosperity  throughout 
Groator  Bast  iisia,  tho  present  Govo^ient  evor  since  thoir  forioation,  have  i 

urged  tho  Chiang  Kai-ohek  rogiiao  to  reconsider  caid  rovorso  its  attitude, 
with  a  vicr.y  of  fringing  about  its  uiualguiiation  v/it'i  tho  liaking  Govornraont, 
tut  it  ro-.aiins  still  struglling  against  Japan.  Tho  Chiang  rogina,  howovor, 
is  riddled  v/ith  internal  disruption  and  friction  \7bich  aro  rapidly  growing 
acute,  while  tho  raacsos  under  its  control  arc  suffering  frou  high  pricos,  a 
dearth  of  coa.aditioo  and  other  severe  tribulations.  •  ./hilo  tho  arraod 
rosistanco  of  Chiang's  rcgirac  has  notably  dcclinod,  tho  Chinese  coiru-iunist 
troops  have  greatly  gained  in  influence,  with  the  result  that  thoy  are 
steadily  encroaching  v.pon  tho  sphere  of  influence  of  tho  Chungkiuf..  aruios. 

Tho  louder  in  Chungkiiig  now  seams  to  bo  greatly  harassed  by  tho  i*ar.!p..ncy 
of  tho  couiranist  forces,  ^ospito  its  being  in  such  a  i.;iserablo  plight, 
tho  Chiang  rogino  is  still  advocating  national  reconstruction  through 
continued  resistance  against  Japan.  This  is  due  to  its  uisplacod  hopes 
in  assistance  frou  Croat  Britain  and  tho  United  States,  especially  tlio  letter, 
end  also  to  past  circumstances  tho  effect  of  which  that  rogiuo  cannot 
oarily  oscaoc*  In  Jun,  last  yoar,  Croat  Britain  toiaporarily  suspended  tho 
trai’fic  of  goods  dostinod  for  tho  Chiang  regime  by  tho  Hongkong  and  Bunaa

boon  trying  to  trano.iort  (joods  by  that  route*  iTuthormoro,  Oroat  Britain 
rocontly  granted  the  Chianc  rogirao  a  ton  million  pound  sterling  loan,  while 
about  tho  same  ti'.o  tho  Unitod  Btatos,  too,  offered  a  loan  of  ono  hundred 
million  dollars.  Tlio  l*>ttor  country  is  now  endeavouring  to  extend  assistailce 
to  Groat  Britain  on  a  large  scalo  by  mobilizing  hor  ontiro  resources,  \/hile 
the  Buniia  route  is  being  seriously  and  sucossivoly  damaged  by  appropriate 
measures  talion  by  our  loyal  and  gallant  air  fcrcos.  It  seems  highly 
problomatical,  thcrforc  what  aaaiscanco  Groat  Britain  and  tho  Unitod  States 
can  actually  afford  tho  Chiong  rjgiv.io.  In  tho  light  of  such  an  intornational 
situation,  tho  Japanoso  G.jvcmnout,  in  nursuarco  of  thoir  fixed  policy, 
recognized  tho  National  Go'/ornv.iont  at  Nanking  and  on  Novoubor  30  of  lust 
yoar  concludod  -./ith  tho  letter  tho  Jino-Japanose  Basic  Treaty*  Tliis  Treaty 
embodies  tho  throo  basic  principles  of  good  noighbourlinoss,  ccon  mic  co¬ 
operation  ar.d  joint  defence  against  Oomi.unist  activities*  It  stipulates  ' 
that  both  Japan  and  China  rospect  each  othcr'e  sovereignty  and  territorial 
integrity,  uxid  undortako  closo  oconouic  co-operation  on  tho  basis  of 
equality  and  reciprocity,  and  that  Japanoso  forces  bo  stationed  in  certain 
specified  areas  in  Hcngchiang  and  North  China*  Not  only  doos  Japan  demand 
no  territorial  cession  and  no  ineonnitios,  but  she  has  willingly  plodgod 
to  China  a  policy  of  abolishing  extraterritoriality  unci  also  of  rostering 
tho  "cone  OSS  ions”  to  China,  This  is  an  eloquent  tostivaony  of  hor  sincere 
desire  for  the  attairimont  of  a  moral  union  of  tho  .Asiatic  peoples. 

Now  that  tho  Jasic  Treaty  has  boon  signed  and  the  Join t  Docluration  by 
Japan,  fiaucheukuo  ^nt’.  China  iesuod,  it  is  incumbent  upon  us  to  concentrate 
our  efforts  on  assisting  the  Nanking  Govornmont  to  develop  into  tho  gonoral 

govonv.iont  of  China  both  in  :iai;’.o  and  in  fact*  'Jo  !iuvc  thus  maint?.inod  on

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Tlio  relations  between  Japan  aiid  Koar  Eastom  Countries  havo  roaently 
Inoroasod  in  cordinality.  Cur  ruiificut.icn  of  tho  Treaty  of  Amity  with 
Iron  is  only  one  of  many  proofs  that  illustrcito  this  happy  state  of  affairs* 
Japan  and  Argent ii;o  hove  ogroud  to  elevate  tho  stotxis  of  their  Logotlons 
in  each  other's  covmtry  to  that  of  Embassies.  Jith  Brazil,  a  cultural 
agreement  was  signed  in  September  last,  and  it  has  already  been  canctionod 
by  His  Majesty  tho  Emperor*  P.olations  botwoen  Jai^an  and  Brazil  are  thus 
gro\Ting  more  and  moro  cordial*  It  is  a  matter  for  hearty  congratul£'t?.on 
that  Japan  and  those  Latin  American  countrieo  havo  of  recent  years  bouomo 
increasingly  clocor  in  their  poli'tioal  economic  and  cultural  relations. 

'.Aillo  dfcplomsn’c  reV'.ti  r.s  havo  taken  such  a  favourable  turn,  the  develop¬ 
ment  of  tho  Euicnoan  wa-  nr.s  coligod  us  to  suspend  or  temporarily  with¬ 
draw  some  of  cur  uiploriutlc  ostabllshmonts  in  that  region*  But  Japaui's 
diplomatic  service  abroad  is  being  steadily  strong  thened  on  tho  principle 
of  attaching  special  Impor^onco  to  specific  countries,  '^e  are  specially 
reinforcing  our  diplomatic  machinary  in  Greater  East  Asia* 

In  establishing  a  sphere  of  coramon  prosperity  throughout  Greater  East 
Asia  and  euouring  tho  poaco  of  the  Orlont,  it  is  not  doelrable  that  tho 
presexrt  dlplo:natlc  rolationo  bctv/con  Japan  and  the  Soviet  Union  should  be 
left  as  they  are.  Tho  utmost  efforts  aro  beiixg  made,  therefore,  to  remove 
mutual  mis  understandings  a:id,  if  possible,  to  bring  about  a  foundoBontal  and 
fur-reachinc  adjustment  cf  diploiac.tir  relations. 

We  are  pursing  negotiations  at  this  mcnont  upon  ouch  quootions  as  tho 
frontier  doua"oation  botv.’oon  Jansheukuo  and  Outer  Mongolia,  the  fisheries  • 
and  tho  Jepmeno  ccncrssicns  in  North  onghulion.  Regarding  tho  fisheries 

Question  in  uai*tieuler,  an  ugrocmoitt  of  viov^s  hps  eilrcady  boon  reached 
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and  Soviet  roproooirtutivoo  for  tho  puryooo  of  rovioiiig  tho  lon(jtorr4  treaty 
and  ulou  Concerning  tho  concluoion  of  a  uoduo  vivondi  for  fishing  industry

for  this  your*  On  this  point  both  Gon’xiny  and  Italy  ohuro  Japan's  desire. 

Tho  rrovioiouo  of  Article  V  of  tho  Throe  I'ower  Pact  alco  r.iako  it  cloar> 
in  aooordanco  with  tho  above-uontioned  intentions  of  Japui;y  that  tho  Fact 
is  not  directed  against  tho  Soviet  hni  -n.  >/o  carnastly  hope  that  tho  Soviet 

Union  v/ill  understand  Japan's  true  intaitirno  oiid  that  the  two  countrioo, 
actuated  by  tho  spirit  of  nutual  conoossion  and  conciliation,  vrill  succov-d 
in  achieving  tlio  readjuotnont  of  thoir  relations. 

Japan's  foreign  trade,  \/ith  tho  exception  of  that  with  tlanchoukuo  and 
China,  io  ocndtictod  neatly  with  Great  Britain,  tho  United  H..tej  and  their 
respective  colonies  and  possejsi.'no.  Bince  notiiying  Japan  of  tho  abrogation 
of  tho  '^roaty  of  Coixxrce  lUid  navigation  in  July,  1937,  tho  United  States 
has  been  enforcing  in  succession  ctibi.rgoes  or  rest ricti one  on  tho  exports  of 
Japan  of  aircraft,  ams  and  cuui:unition  aviation  gasoline,  tiaohive  tools, 
scrap  iron,  iron  and  cteol  nanufuctures,  copper,  nickol  and  othor  iuportant 
war  outeriolo,  whilo  the  British  Doviinivus  and  colonies  are  itv  various 
v/ays  intorforing  with  Japan's  shipfing.  Tho  Japaxioao  Q^vornuent  havo 
lodged  protects  against  such  actions  on  oach  occasi  n,  but  this  tendency  has 
recently  boon  no  greatly  aggravated  that  Japan  uust  oieet  the  situation 
adequately  prepared*  No  other  course  is  left  to  Japcii  but  to  go  forward 
with  perfecting  horaolf  as  c.  state  highly  orgmized  for  national  dex'enco,  • 
not  orJ.y  in  or! or  to  uost  this  pressure  that  I  have  roferrod  to  but  also  to 
socuro  an  ocononic  life  of  oelf-aupply  and  oolf-sufficingness  within  the 
region  of  Creator  East  .isia. 

In  this  connection,  I  ch  mid  liko  to  refer  to  our  relations  with  tho 
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Gro.tcr  liaot  ..oia  ia  truly  a  natter  of  vital  co::corn  to  Jai;an.  Sho  atporontljr^ 
entort.diis  oil  idou  that  hor  o\m  firut  lino  of  national  dofuiico  lies  uloiC 
tho  nid-.dlantic  to  tho  oact,  but  -./ost./ard  not  only  alone  tho  oast-orn 
iacific,  but  ovon  a-s  far  uo  Chin/,  and  tho  South  Seas.  If  tho  United  States 
assurioo  such  an  attitud»,f  it  uculd  boj  to  say  tho  least >  a  very  one  sided 
contention  on  hor  nart,  to  c  at  rofloctiono  on  ur  ou-oriwrity  in  tho 
\/ootorn  Pacific,  by  ouecoctinc  that  it  betekons  aubitions  doaiens,  I,' for 
one,  boliovo  that  ouch  a  i coition  aaoin;cd  on  tho  part  cf  tho  United  otatoa 
'./juld  not  bo  calculated  too  0outr5.buto  to-.r..rd  tho  promtion  of  ’./orlu  poaco.
